tlewuan, it is thought proper, In jastice to all par-
ties, to give to the country the letters relating to
the withdrawal of Mr. Cox from the Cabinet. It
hus been Intimated that among the reasons for the
resignation of Mr. Cox was a difference between
the President and himself a8 to the propriety of
igsning. & patent from the Land Office in what Is
kuown us the McGarrahan claim. Upon this point
the following correspondence will explain ltsalr:

Loxog BRANCEH, N. J,, August 22, 1570.—Houn. T.
D. Cox, Secretary of the Interior—Dear 8ir: I un-
derstand that you have apﬁolumd ond day this
week to hear arguments in the MoGarrahan cass.
That is well enough, because I Congress shoald
fall to scttle that case we may have to do it, and
the sooner we know the pointsof it the better,

General Palndine, with 120,000 men; the army of
the west, Cenernl Keratry, 100,000 men; the army
of the north, General Bourbaki, 05,000 wen; the
nrmy of the centre, General Teissant, 00,000 men;

TLiers was first notifled that permission had bhaon
given for his passage through tha Prussinn lnes to
Parls by o dispateh from General Von Detersan au
Oricans, He immediately lert Tours for Orleans,
whence he travelled to Paris ina carringe «
by heavy Prussian artillery horses. Ills progress
was necessarily slow, amd he wad, woreover,
greatly delayed by the condition of the roads,which
had been eut and otherwise obstructadl,

In many places the country was desolated and
the houses deserted. On reaching Versailles Thiers
was obliged to wait three houras tor & pass, and ns
soon a8 it wasfobtalned he drove to Paris without
seeing Bismuarck or any other Prussian diplonnt,
though he was constantly atteuded by army officers,
Having consulted with the government at Paris
be returned to Versallles, where hie was received by
Count Bismarck, and had one or more interviews
with him daily during kis stay, on the question of
revictualling Parls. Blsmarck represented that
the King was inflexible pa to elections in Alsace
and Lorraine. The King Jdid not want electoral
agitatiins there, but the Constituent Aszembly
iteelf could appoint as delegates citizens desmail
worthy to represent thode proviuces, to which the
King might be Induced to consent. _

During the conversation on this point the Pros-
slan Minister sarcasticnlly observed that tf eloe~
tions were allowed in occupled departments, they
would be the finest ever held there. On the morn-
ing of the Gth Thiers received the final decision of
Prussia. He then meat by appointment Jules Favre
and Gen. Ducrat at the bridge of Sovres, informea
them of the Prussian terms, ind they went back to
Paris, M. Thiers awaiting their refurn at Sevres,

As soon n8 they hud consulted their colleagues,
they returned aml stated that they bad resolved to
refuse the armistice, becausas It did not concede
the revictualling of Parls, This resolution was
communicated to Count Bismarck, and tha nego-
tintions were brokeu ofl,

It is reportea to be the opinlon of M. Thiers that
the Prussiaps have renouncod thelr lutention of
bombarding Parig, fearing the universal ¢ondem=
nation of elvilized nations, but they will make at-
tacks In force and probably shell the torts,

Thiers praises highly the conduet of Mon-
selgneur Dupanloup, Biskop of Orleans, who re-
mains in the city, and is unremitting in his etforts
to mitigate the severities of the ansamy.

LoxpoN, Nov. &.—[Special to the New York
Herald, ]—The curra'rruudent of the Herald at Ver-
satlles on the Oth inst, wntes that *‘news has
reached us to-day creating great excltement, and
leads to a Feeling that something on & large scale
may be expected at any moment, Preparations to
meet it are being made, Report2 {rom the south of
France are of an extraordinary vature. Fifteen
departments have absolutely secaded from the rest
of France, and in conjunction with Algiers are en-
gnged"in the organization of a separate govern-
mént.

A correspondent of the Herald had an interview
with Napoleon at Wilhelmshohe, He found the
Emperor well and in fine spirits, Durlog a lengthy
conversation, In which the Ewmperor was mainly
occupled In defending himse!lf’ hnd decrying the
republie, he made the following statements about
the war:

#1 ean only liken racent events to an earthquake,
The reports that Isaid I was betrayed are false
like o many others. What I may have sald, anc
what was probably sald by mapy members of the
government, was that probsbly we had decelved
ourselves as to the strength of our army, as well as
that of the Prussinns. As for mysell, basing my
opinion upon present conviction, I have often cau-
tioned my Ministers against érroneous estimates,

] well recollect how often Marshal Nell pointed
to the drawers of his desk, and told me in the con-
fideut mien that the army was complete and read
for every operation. It was no less the case with
Murshal Lebauf, It was probably not the fault of
heart but of head that they would not histen to me,
when I told them we could not compete with Prus-
#ia's military establishment; that our eftective
strength, as compared to her, was insufficlent,

"'l'ﬁln was the deception, the fault of which must
be shared more or lass by all of us, whieh lad to the
mogt disastrous resnlts. We weére to hayve ready at
# moment’s notigs two hundred thousand resarves.
When needed not more than one-half of them wera
at hand, and these only after a delay of a week.
Thns the Prussians got the start of us,

Y Notwithstandin®the bravery of our trosps with
double our number, they obliged us to yicld them
onsy victorles, France needs pence; but the condi-
tions fmposed by Blamarck are too exacting alto-
gother. What government could sccept them, and
at the same time malntain & foothold? France
cannot endure the degp homillation of loss of ter-
ritory.”

When asked if he ever should resume the reins
of government, konld & favorable opportuuity be
aftorded, Napoleou reptied: ““When I' consider the
uncertainty, looking in the rosd tosuch an aim;
when 1 consider the vast lmpediments to be re-
moved, 1 really feel little ambition. I would
rather be independent—would even rathér be as |
Am now, & prisoner, andnever step again on French
soil. Not eveu for my son, could 1 wish it. Ilove
him too much to desire for him chances of dead
certainty. 1f these cannot be avoided, he would be
far happler in private life, without overwhelming
responsibilities, lttachinr to fuch a station,ina
country which can never forget hamiliation,"

The Emperor denied in the most positive manner
the reports ms to his wealth. he statements
made by Pletrie, he sald, were anthorized by him
and were correet. He add ! that he had no property
whatever in America. The report that he owned
twenty-three millions of real estate in New York
was ab utter fubrication.
